weekly in this good old county. As a 
stranger to most of the people, it became 
necessary to use much of the usual 
impucdence of a local editor, which we 
did to a large extent. Wherever we found 
a crowd assembled we“ went for it,“ 
made known our business, showed our 
specimens, and with all the persuasive 
means in our power prevailed on the 
natives in the turtherance of our 
object.

The semi-annual horse swapping is 
an interesting feature of Johnston 
Court as well as in Franklin, and con- 
ducted on a different plan, though not 
an improvement on Cedar Hill, of Lou- 
isburg. A certain street in the village is 
known as the swapping ground. The 
party withatrading “nag” mounts bis 
“critter”, and under whip and spur, 
makes adash over the ground; this 
is a banter, and he is soon con- 
fronted by adozen or more. As at 
Cedar Hill, the swapping is continued 
through the night with the aid of 
lightwood torches, and frequently one 
horse changes owners not less than 
twenty-four times in twenty-four 
hours.

The Committee to whom was referred 
the claim of Albert Johnson against the 
city for damages resulting from opening 
strects, reported favorably upon the 
proposition to let the claim be a set-off 
to Mr. Johnson's liability upon W. R. 
Richardson’s bond as Clerk of the 
Market, and directed the City Attorney 
to dratt proceedings against Richardson 
and his sureties. 

On motion of Mr. Prairie, sections 3 
and 6, chapter 6, of the City Ordinance 
were re-enacted, 

On motion of Mr Battle, 12 copies of 
Drie’s map of the City of Ralcigh, was 
ordered to be purchased at a cost of 
$50. 

On motion of Mr. Dunston, colored, 
it was decided that the“ log Law” 
should go into force on the Ist of Octo- 
ber. 

On motion of Mr. Battle, the tax for 
the fiscal year on public Dilliard tables 
was fixed at $50; bawatelle tables 810; 
ten pin alleys $25, aud each additional 
one 810. 


» On motion of Mr. Battle, the City 


Tax Collector was ordered to have a 
full settlement of the taxes of 1872 with 
the City Treasurer by the Ist of No- 
vember. 

Claims against the city to the amount 
of $2,800, after examination by the 
auditing committce, were ordered to be 
paid. 

After transaction of some unimpor- 
tant business, the Board adjourned to 
meet on Monday evening.

WASHINGTON, September 26. 


The Greeley ovation continues at 
every point. The ijollowing extracts 
are made from his speeches: 

“Had he beea a Southerner during the 
war, edaeated as Southerners were, he 
might have acted as they did, but a 
Northerner, he had beea one of the first 
to advocate peace when the danger 
had passed away, though not without 
securing the liberties of the blacks. 
There are white men still distranchised 
and for them he now pleaded. 

We had been generous and just to 
the blacks, let us at least be just te the 
whites: If the peope! only knew the 
whole truth about the carpetbag Gov- 
ernments, there would be no doubt 
of the result of this canvass. 

The South had greatiy sinned, but 
greatlyge suffered, and repented and 
shoald be forgiven.

IS IT INCOMPETENCY IN THE 
POST OFFICE DEPARTMENT? 


There seems to be gross mismanaye- 
ment in the Post Office Department. 

We published in yesterday's issue a 
statement, showing how that important 
branch of the Government was being 
prostituted in the interest of the Radi- 
cal party. 

We call attention to-day to an article 
in another column from the New York 
World, in regard to an absurd and un- 
just decision of the Post Master Gener - 
al, in the construction of the Postal law 
otf June 1872. 

The Post Master General, Mr. Cres- 
well, construes the law to mean that, if 
the whole amount of postage ona letter 
is not prepaid, double rates will be 
charged at the office of delivery. 

Let any sensible man read sections 
150, 151 and 152 of the law passed June 
Sth, 1872, and he will sce that such a 
ruling is not warranted by the language 
of the Act. All that can be required at 
the office ot delivery is for the person to 
to whom a letter is addressed to pxy 
the remaining postage where a part pre 
pasment bas been made. 

Double tates ure required only when 
by any inadvertence, no pre-payiment lias 
been made, and the letter bas been car- 
ried to its destination without being 
stamped. 

There have been severeal instances at 
the Raleigh Post office, where persons 
have been compelled by the Post Mas- 
ter to pay double postage on letters f- 
ceived here, when the letters bad al- 
ready been stamped by tie writers, but 
the postage had not been fully pre- 
paid. 

Of course we do not attach any 
blame to Post Master Rogers, as he is 
compelled to obey the instructions re 
ceived from the Post Master General. 
But we allude to this subject to show

GOV. CURTIN’S LETTER. 
We had the pleasure of laying before 
our readers yesterday, the admirable 
letter of Gov. A. G. Curtin, the fore- 
most Republican of Pennsylvania, and 
one of the most influential politicians 
at the North. 

Gov. Curtin is called the war Gover- 
nor because of te zeal and activity ex- 
hibiting by him in enlisting, arming 
and equipping soldiers during the war, 

On account of his extremely feeble 
hea'th, and under the advice of his 
physicians, he has abstained entirely 
from politics until a few Hays Since. 
when, in accepting the nomination as a 
Litera! Republican delegate to the Con- 
stitutional Convention, he wrote 9 pri 
vite letter to Col. A. K. McClure defia- 
ing his position on State politics, and 
strongly espousing the cause of Bucka- 
lew, the Democratic nominee for Gov- 
ermor. 

Gov. Curtin’s letter is a bold and 
manly rebuke to the corruptions prac- 
ticed by the Republican wing that has 
gained control in Pennsylvania, He 
does not mimice words in denouncing 
the thieves and swindlers who have 
brought dishonor and shame upon the 
character of his native State. 

He ardently supports Buckalew, and 
thinks his election is necessary to pro- 
tect the purity of the public morals, and 
to rescue the State from the grasp of 
venal and degraded politicians, 

On the Presidential question, Gov. 
Curtin declines for the present to take 
any position, as he thinks the importance 
of the campaign in Pennsylvania is 
suflicient to enlist all the efforts and 
energies oi the people. 

However, from the following language 
which we find in his letter, it would 
seem that he does not have very great 
faith in the Grant leaders in Penasyl- 
vania, and would prefer the election of 
Buckalew to the triumph of the Ad- 
ministration in November :

This may mean Greeley or it may 
mean Grant, but the fact that Gov. 
Curtin has accepted the nomination of 
the Liberal Republican Convention as a 
Liberal delegate --the fact that he so 
violentiy opposes corruption in all its 
lorms—and the fact tiat he has the 
boldness to denounce Radical misrule 
and misgevernment in Pennsylvania 
and to cut loose from party shackles, 
give us strong reason to beheve that 
he will stand in November by the par- 
tv of honesty, reform, reconciliation 
and peace,

A Singular CalamityescA Woman 
Burned to Death in a Cart. 
The Norfolk Journal of Wednesday 
gives the subjoined account of a singular 
occurrence near that city : 


Ove of the most shocking and mys- 
terious tragedies that has ever occurred 
in this vicinity, was enacted on the Great 

ridge road, about two miles trom the 

city, yesterday afternoon. At a late 
hour in the afternoon, a horse attached 
to a cart was observed by some negroes, 
who were passing along, standing in the 
road just above Tatem’s house. Smoke 
and flames were seen issuing from the 
cart, and the negroes approaching it, a 
shocking spectacle was presented to 
their horrified gaze. Within the cart, 
which had evidently been on fre for 
some time, lay the charred and black- 
ened body of a woman. Her clothing 
was entirely consumed, and the sick- 
ening smell of burning flesh per- 
vaded the air. Although so terribly 
burned and distigured, the poor 
creature wae alive, but quite un- 
conscious. As soon as the negroes 
recovered trom the momentary conster- 
nation produced by such an unexpect- 
ed sight, they tenderly lifted the dying 
woman from the cart, and bore her to a 
neighboring house, where the necessary 
aid was rendered. 

Our informant, Who was on his way 
to the city, was unable to obtain any’ 
clue which would lead to her identity. 
It is thought that the fire must have 
been caused by some matches, which 
tell on the fodder in the cart and set i! 
on five. From the inflammable nature ot 
the material the fire gained such head- 
way that she was unable to extinguish 
it, aud tho horse becoming frightened 
ran away, preventing the poor woman 
from making her escape. This is one 
theory. Another is that the woman 
was robbed and beaten until supposed 
to be dead, and the cart then set on fire 
to conceal all evidence of the crime. A 
coroner's jury will settle this point, and 
until the investigation is had this sin- 
gular affair must remain shrouded in 
mystery.
